DISHONOR AND DEATH. 
SUICIDE OF A CAPTURED CRIMINAL. 

New York, Feb, 28.—[(Special.|—Johannes 
Geiselman, a native of Jeckenhausen, Wur- 
temberg, and a steerage passenger on the 
Cunard steamer Bothnia, was arrested on his 
arrival at quarantine this evening, and im- 
mediately afterward shot himself. Geisel- 
man was arrested on a warrant sworn 
out by Ludwig Raschdan, acting 
Consul-General of Germany at this 
port, and issued by United States 
Commissioner Denel. The warrant was 
taken out on the receipt of a cable message 
.from Berlin announcing that Geiselman em- 
bezzled public money to the amount of $300. 
He began his pilfe s in July, 1 and 
continued them until early part of last 
month. He then left Wurtemberg ahd went to 
Basle, and thence to Liverpool, where he took 
the steamer. He was accompanied by a 
Swiss, who proved to be also a criminal, and 
was arres at Liverpool and sent back. 
United States Deputy-Marshal Bernhard 
boarded the steamer at quarantine and ques- 
tiened Geiselman, when the latter suspected 
that he was about to be arrested and 
offered the Marshal all his money. He 
nad 500 marks in paper money, $170 in gold, 
and a draft in his satchel. As they were go- 
ing through the passage-way toward the 
saloon Geiselman, who was walking in 
front of the Marshal and very close to him 
suddenly shot himself in the face. He died 
instantly.

The True Story of the Recent Corner in 
Rubber—How the Baron De Gondoriz 
Egdeavored to Control the Markets of 

the Worid, and Why He Falied. 

[New York Times.}—The recent corner in crude 
rubber, through which the price of that useful 
commodity was forced up to such an extrava- 
gant hight as to compel all the rubber manufac- 
tories in this country to run on short time, and 
many of them to stop work, marks one of the 
most astouading phases in astrikingly remarka- 
dle and even romantic career. This corner has 
attracted a good deal of attention within the 
last three months, but few persons not directly 
interested in the trade have any adequate 
idea of its character and magnitude. It means 
that a commodity, the annual product of which 
in the crude form amounts to many millions 
of dollars, and in the manufacture of which in 
this country alone from $30,000,000 ta, $40,000,000 
is invested, was brought under complete control 
by the audacity and skillful and far-reaching 
manipulations of a single individual, forced up 
| from 9% cents to $1.20 per f ud, and kept at the 
latter point for several oths. An adequate 
conception of the scope Of this operation can be 
obtained only by considering that the normal 
price of crude rubber is from 60 to65 cents per 
pound. The staple article of consumption by 
the manufacturers of the United States is Para 
rubber, and it is to this article that the corner

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SPECULATION IN PRODUCE. 
use bill No. 124 of the present session 
at Springfield is a curious attempt at legisla- 
tion for the benefit of the people of Lilinois. 
As it left the dt its framer it provides 
that fine and imp ment shall be visited 
upon any or ali persons or corporations 
within this State who shall sell or buy, or 
contract or agree to sell or buy, for delivery 
at a future period, any stocks, railroad or 
miming shares, bonds, grain, food, pro- 
visions, or other commodity without such 
vender being, at the time of making such 
sale, contract, or agreement, the owner, or 
assignee, or trusvee of the property sold, or 
agreed or contracted to be sold, or the au- 
thorized agent of such owner. 

It needs but half an eye to discover that 
the passage of such a measure by the people 
through their Representatives would be sim- 
ply suicide of and by the people themselves. 
It would subvert all present commercial. re 
lations and send the farmersof the State back 
a long way towards primeval barbarism. By 
endrmously increasing the risks assumed by 
the country purchaser of produce it would 
force him to insist on a much wider margin 
of profit than now, and that on a Vastly 
shrunken market. There can be no. doubt 
that the speculative trading in produce has 
been at times very much overdone, and de- 
veloped a gambling element which all right- 
minded people would like to see efficiently 
checked. But the Legislature might as well 
forbid the people of Shawneetown to wash 
themselves because they have now too much 
water, or make it a penal offense for any one 
to eat because some people: have overgorged 
themselves, as to legislate against the selling 
of property which is not actually owned by 


| the vender at the time of the sale. Under 


such a law it might become a penal offense 
for a hotel proprietorat Springfield to under- 
take to board a member through the session, 
unless the hotelkeeper actually possessed 
in “ fee simple” atthe date of the agree- 
ment all the food and fuel to be censumed 
by the said member during his stay. 
Under present arrangements the country 
buyer of produce practically obtains money 
with which to pay the farmer cash down” 
by making a previous contract or agreement 
to deliver the property atsome time in the fut- 
ure in Chicago or some other market. With- 
out such facilities the farmer might have to 
wait for his pay till the property had reached 
the consumer, or present payment could only 
be made with a wide allowance of margin 
tot possible depreciation in value while the 
produce was waiting and in transit. With- 
out a speculative market in which to offer it 
there would be wider fluctuations in 
prices than now, and, in all human 
probability, at a lower average level. 
If that law were passed the farmers of IIII- 


i} nois would not obtain as much for their 
i wheat by some 10 cents per bushel or as 


much for their corn by five cents as they do 
now, while it is difficult to see ‘that they 
would be protected any less tan at pres- 
ent in the paying of the highest prices for 
everything they buy thatis not raised on the 
epi 

„Tho fact is, that the speculative phase 
is an elementof ourcivilization. The farmer 
who holds his grain or his hogs a day after 
he is ready to market them does so from the 
speculative impulse to wait for higher prices. 
This isa form of speculation; but it is justas 
legitimate as is the laying in of an extra load of. 
fuel in anticipation of a hard winter or the 
advance hiring of extra help for harvest- 
time. So, too, the buying and selling of prod- 
uce for future delivery may be a legitimate 
| operation; and if it be indulged in to excess 
the parties who sin generally have to pay the 
penalty. 

We note that the Committee on J udiclary 
has recommended the passage of the bill, 
with the addition of the words: 

Or unless such vender shall in good faith in- 


tend to deliver the article or commodity sold, } 


and the vendee to receive the same. 

It may be said of this that it is an improve- 
ment by intention, but that the bill cannot be 
acceptably amended without being entirely 
rewritten. : Tue Trreunx is inclined to 
think it would be proper and desirable to 
provide that when a man fails to perform a 
contract and has evidently made no honest 
effort to do as he agreed he may be ade- 
quately punished. But it is questionable if 
any lawmaking power has the right to go 
beyond that point —at least under any other 
than a paternal form of government.

of every trust, repudiation of every: obliga- 
tion, and systematic corruptien of every de- 
partment of the Government that could be 
corrupted, from Congressmen down—or up, 
we don’t know re.

After taking “a pleasure 
trip over the road they composed a eulogy 
of the company and its management that 
reads like a dollar-a-line advertisement. 
There is no evidence that these craven mis- 
representatives of the people ever asserted 
their magnificent authority, derived from 
the power of the United States Government 
itself, nor that they made any intelligent 
effort to ascertain how the road was figuring 
up its accounts with the Government.

FRENCH SPOLIATION CLAIMS. 

Among the bills likely to come up in the 
House under motions for suspension of the 
rules is the Senate bill to provide for the ad- 
judication ot the French spoligtion claims. 
This is a bill which should be passed. It is 
fashionable and generally prudent to oppose 
ail kinds of claims against the Government; 
but the persistent refusal to adjudicate the 
French spoliation claims is not merely unjust 
to the claimants, but rather disgraceful to 
the Government. Webster, in his day, made 
repeated efforts to secure recognition for 
these claims, and Sumner took up the fight 
where Webster left it at his death. The Sen- 
ate has usually been willing to award proper 
reimbursement for these claims, and-passes a 
bill to that effect in nearly every Congress. 
Opposition is usually encountered in the 
Hotse, and generally through simple indif- 
ference. ‘The bill passed by the present Senate, 
however, is certainly uno&jectionable if there 
It 
provides simply that the claims shall be | 
proved up before the Court of Claims and 
returned to Congress for final action. This 
program guarantees judicial investigation of 
the claims, which is always safer than to 
trust to a Congressional lobby, and at the 
same time gives Congress the right of super- 
vision and the power to reject in case the 
awards appear to be excessive. 

The French spoliation claims, so called, 
detentions, 
captures, and confiscation of American mer- 
chant vessels and their cargoes by French 
privateers during the war between France 
and England in the latter part of the last 
century. At the time these spoliations were 
committed there was atreaty between France 
and the United States whereby the former rec- 
ognized the right of American citizens to sail 
their ships to and from the ports of countries 
at enmity with France, and guaranteed that 
there should be no interference by French 
authority. This stipulation ot the existing 
‘treaty was disregarded by the National Con- 
vention of France (1798), and instructions 
were issued to the French ships of war and 
privateers to seize neutral ships and cargoes, 
not excepting United States vessels. Pend- 
ing\ negotiations for a new treaty at a later 
date; the representatives of the United States 
were\explicitly instructed by the President 
to insist upon a stipulation, as an indispensa- 
ble condition of such treaty, that the citi- 
zens of the United States should ‘receive 
full consideration for all damages they 
had sustained by reason of” irregular 
seizures, \condemnations, and detentions 
of their \ vessels and (property... When 
the new treaty was ‘finally ‘negotiated 
(1800) the United States discharged the 
French Government of the obligations to 
which it had subjected itself in considera- 
tion of a similar discharge as to indemnity

ment presented. But after, assuming these 
obligations the United States Government 
failed and has ever since refused to reim- 
burse the American citizens who suffered 
losses through violations of the treaty with 
France which guaranteed the protection of 
their property on the high seas. 

The French spoliation claims rest upon 
precisely the same ground as the English 
Alabama claims, with the single difference 
that the latter were discharged by the actual 
payment of a money indemnity to be dis- 
tributed among the American victims, while 
in the case of French spoliation France dis- 
charged the obligation it incurred by releas- 
ing the American Government from other 
obligations which the latter recognized as 
equally binding and as of the same value. 
Having received full consideration for these 
spoliation claims, the United States Govern- 
ment certainly became as liable for the dam- 
ages done to individuals as it was for the dis-

Two experiments were recently made with 
a precisely similar result in each case. One 
was over a circuit of twenty miles with six- 
horse power, and in the other the force of 
ten-horse power was transported thirty-five 
miles. At the point ot arrival over the shart 
wire it was three-horse power and over the 
longer five. Other similar experiments in 


Germany with the same machine at varying 


distances showed that in every case just 50 
per cent ot the force reached the terminus, 
thus showing that the length of the wire 
does not diminish the degree of force below a 
fixed point; Which can be taken as a basis 
upon which to compute given results from 
given premises. M. Deprez’s experiment is 
of the highest importance in two senses. It 
proves that copper wire is not essential, but 
that with certain changes in the generator 
and receiving apparatus the ordinary iron 
wire will answer all purposes. This 
removes one great obstacle which has 
alweys stood in the way. 
if electricity could only be generated by 
steam the waste of half the coal consumed 
would be a tremendous obstacle in the way 
of transmitting the force, and there. would 
still remain a doubt of success if the -force 
could only be transmitted short distances, 
but M. Deprez has shown beyond cavil that 
‘water-power can be used, where the loss is

transmitted to far distant industrial centres 
with no increase of that loss. If a small 
horse-power can be conveyed any distance 
with unvarying degrees.of loss, it stands to 
reason that with machines of still greater 
power greater or perhaps indefinit distances 
may be reached. ‘The experimenters are 80 
theroughly satisfied with their progress that 
they are going to make a practical applica- 
tiem of M. Depref#s discovery at once. The 
Tienes correspondent says:

a short time the world will acknowledge the 
demonstration of facts. 


It will instantly occur to any one that if 
the Bellegarde Falls can be utilized in this 
manner the vast motive power of Niagara 
now going to waste can also be utilized over 
an immense area for light and force, and 
much more cheaply than steam, since the 
economy is the same at all distances. The 
prospeet opens up a wonderful change in the 
existing condition of things and a future of 
such brilliant possibilities that one might 
well wish to live to see it accomplished and 
then die content: There - is something sub- 
lime in the vision of these tremendous forces 
of Nature engaged in the transmission of its 
most subtle and terrible power to illuminate 
cities witn a beautifully clear light, to work 

their great industries, to banish smoke from 
the air and the chimneys and smokestacks 
that disfigure the looks of manufacturing 
centres, and to give to the operatives as well 
as all other residents the blessings of* health, 
which they cannot have in the black, close, 
sooty atmosphere that now envelopes them.

RANDALL’S declination to serve on the 
tariff conference, which he announced in the 
House yesterday, was an exceedingly and 
characteristically shrewd piece of business, 
designed to conciliate the anti-tariff Demo- 
crats without alienating the support of the 
tariff Democrats in his canvass for the next 
Speakership.

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THERE is no hope that this Congress ill 
pass the bill introduced by Senator Van 
Wyck to enable the States to tax and sell for 
non- payment of State and local taxes the un- 
sold acres of the land-grant roads. But the 
measure is so just and so strongly backed by 
public opinion that it will not rest until at 
some future session it becomes a law. Simi- 
lar bills, restricted to the taxation of the 
8,500,000 acres owned in Kansas by the Kan- 
sas Pacific, have been introduced into the 
House and Senate by the representatives of 
that State. Senator Van Wyck’s bill extends 
to all the land-grant roads, eighty in num- 
ber, situated in nearly every State and Terri- 
tory, and would render 100,000,000 acres of 
lands taxable by the States and Territories. 
The law has decreed (apparently for the 
purpose of protecting the public) that patents 
should not issue until the roads had paid the 
cost of selecting and surveying the lands. 
But the law has been used to the gteat ad- 
vantage of the roads. They decline to make 
surveys except as the lands are sold, and 
thus, though they practically own the land, 
they evade formal investiture of title, by 
the aid of the Supreme Court escap@ pay- 
ment of taxes on the ground that, having re- 
ceived no patent, their title is as yet inchoate. 
Senator Van Wyck’s bill asks the Govern- 
ment to quit-claim its title to the States in 
every case where such lands may be taxed

Iris reported from Springfield that the 
House Judiciary Committee will reject the 
bill proposed for intrusting me of 
juries to Commissioners appointed by the 
courts for that purpose. The reason given 
for this determination is that the bill pro- 
vides “altogether too cumbersome and ex- 
pensive a piece of machinery for the smaller 
counties in the State.” This objection does 
not seem to be well founded. The bill en- 
ables the appointment of one Commissioner 
or more, and limits the compensation to 
actual service. In the smaller counties one 
Commissioner could do the work, and his 
actual service would be confined te a few 
days in the year. Ata compensation of 85 a 
day the expense to the county would be 
trifling. The system proposed is not “ cum- 
bersome” in any particular. Under the 
present Jaw the jury-list is made up 
helter-skelter by the County .

It 
requires a public examination of the bank- 
rupt as to his conduct, dealings, and prop- 
erty, and the sanction of the court to any 
scheme of composition will not be given un- 
til after such an examination. It recognizes 
the principle that creditors who are entitled 
to have their debtor’s estate divided among 
them are entitled to more assistance than 
they now have, which is to be given them 
through the medium of official, receivers. 


Provisions are also made for giving the cred- 


itors control and possession of the estates at 
the earliest possible day, and for preventing

TOWN CONSOLIDATION. 


TEXT OF THE CITIZENS’ COMMITTEE MEAS- 
URES. ; 


The foliowing three bills embody the pian - 


of the Citizens’ Association for the consolida- 
tion of the three towns comprising Chicago. 
They were introduced in the Lower House 
yesterday by Representative Parish. The 
first provides for the actual.consolidation, 
and reads as follows: sa 

Be it enacted, ete.: That Secs. 2. 4, 6 7, 10, 
and 13°of Art. 3 of an act entitled “An act 
to revise the law in relation to township organ- 
ization,” approved and in force March 4, 1874, 
pe, and the same is hereby, amended so as to 
read as foliows: 

Sec. 2. When two or more towns have united 
into one, or when a town is divided into twoor 
more towns, a new election shall be ordered in 
County Board, 
and the time and place of holding the election 
shall be fixed, and judges of election appointed, 
and notice given ia the same mauner as re- 
quired upon the first organization. of towns; 
provided, That when parts of several towns are 
taken to make a new town it shall not be nec- 
essary to order an election in the towns from 
which territory is taken; but if any of the offi- 
cers thereof shall continue to reside in the new 
town his office shall be declared vacant and 
filled as in other cases of vacancy. 

Seo. 17. The union of two or more tons, or 
the division or alteration of a town, after the 
making out of the Assessor's books in any year, 
shall not in any manner affect the assessment 
or collecuon of the taxes assessable or collect- 
able in that year, but the same may be assessed 
and collected in the same manner and by the 
same odicers as if no division, union, or altera- 
tion bad taken piace. 

Sec. 6. When two or more towne pe of 
real estate ebail be united. or when a part of 
any town possessed of real estate, shall be an- 
nexed to another towns, or town, or taken to 
form a part of a new town, the Supervisors and 
Assessors of the towns so united, or of the towns 
from which such territory is taken, and of the 
town, or towns, to which the same shall be an- 
nexed, or of which it shall constitute a part, 
shall, as soon as may be after such alteration, 
meet for the purpose and possess the powers 
provided in the last preceding section. 

Seco. 7. When'two or more towns possessed of 
or entitled to moneys, rights, or credits, or other 
personal estate, shall be united, or when a town 
possessed of or entitied to moneys, or credits, or 
other personal estate, shail be divided or aitered, 
such personal estates, including moneys, sball 
be apportioned between the towns interested 
therein, by the Supervisors and Assessors of 
such towns, according to the amount of taxable 
property in the towns united, divided, or altered, 
as the same existed immediately before such 
union, division, or alteration. to ascertained 
by the last assessment list of such towns, and 
such Supervisors and Assessors shall meet for 
the purposes aforesaid as soon as may be after 
such union, division, or alteration. 

Sec. 10. Debts owing by a town so united, sub- 
divided, or altered, shall be apportioned in the 
same manner as the personal property of the 
town, and each town shall theréafter be charged 
with the share of such debts according to such 
apportionment. 

Seo. 12. The County Board of each county 
shall have full power and jurisdiction to unite 
two or more contiguous towns in one, but no 
such towns shall be united except in the follow- 
ing manver—that is tosay: Whenever qne-fourth 
of the voters in each of the towns, or in case of 
the whole number of voters in each of said 
towns, amounts to more than 4,000, then when- 
ever not jess than 1,000 of the voters in each of 
the towns sought to be united shall petition the 
County Board to nnite such towns, said County 
Board shall cause to be submitted to the voters 
of said towns, at a general auuual election, to be 
holden in each of such towns, the question of 
uniting. Notice of such election shall be given 
by causing written or printed potices thereof to 
be posted in five public places in each of said 
towns, at least: twenty days before such 
election, and by publishing the same in 
at least one newspaper (if there be 
one publisbed)~ in each of said towns, 
or a newspaper published in said county. The 
ballots cast at such election to be written or 
printed, or partly written and partly priuted, 
„For uniting,’ or Against uniting,” to be can- 
vassed in like mauer as votes for county offi- 
cers, and returned to the. County Board, who 
shall cause the votes to be canvassed; and if a 
majority ot votes from each town voting at such 
election sball vote sor uniting such towns, sugh 


County Board at the meeting at which such 


vote is canvassed, or at the next succeeding 
meeting, sball proceed to deciare such towns 
united, and give the united towns a name, and 
define the boundaries thereof; provided, That 
the officers of each of said towns shall continue 
to hold their respective offices, and discharge 
the duties thereof during the remainder of the 
term for which they were respectively elected; 
and provided, That the Commissioner of High- 
ways for eac of said towns, in office at the time 
of such union, shall corit.iuue in d discharge 
the duties of their respective offices during the 
remainder of the terms for which they were 
elected, and in the discharge of their duties shail 
act in conjunction; and provided further, That 
the union of such towns shail not be complete 
until the expiration of the term of all officers in 
said towns who are eiected to serve for the pe- 
riod of one year. : 

The second measure is 
secure the benefits of the consolidation by 
providing for the consolidation and actua 
abolition of many of the useless officials. It 
reads as follows: 

Be it enacted, etc.: That Sec.3 of an act en- 
titled “An act to anthorize County Boards in 
counties under township organization to or- 
ganize certain territory situated therein as a 
town,” approved May 23, 1877,in force July 1. 
1877, be and the same is hereby amended 80 as to 
read as follows: 

Sec. 3. 6 City Council of any city which 
contains within its limite the whole of a town 
may, by ordinance, provide that the Mayor of 
said city shall be ex-officio Supervisor of said 
town: and that the Clerk of said city shal! be 
ex-officio Clerk of said town; and that the Col- 
lector of said city shall be ex-officio Collector of 
said town; and that the office of Highway Com- 
missioner shall be abolished; and that the offices 
of Supervisor and Poormaster shall be sepa- 
rated, and the Poormaster be appointed by the 
City Council: and that the term of office of the 
Assessor of said town shall be any number of 
years, not less than two and not more than five.

Mr. Haines, who evidently doesn’t regard all 
previous attempts to “ reguiate’’ sleeping-car 


| companies as good for anything, introduced a 


bill whose alleged purpose is to prevent these 
“soulless corporations from practicing extor- 
tion on the traveling public. In order to knock 
out one of the props in the argument that Leg- 
islatures cannot regulate 1 com pa- 
nies he strikes ont trom the shoulder and at- 
tempts what is generally considered the rather 
difficult feat, even for a legal trapeze performer, 
of declaring them common carriers by law. 
Then he prescribes the following tariff 6f rates: 
$1.50 for a lower berth, $1 for an upper, and 
$2.50 for a-section. In conclusion he proposes to 
make the stockholders individually liabe to the 


. creditors for the corporation debts to an amount 


not exceeding their unpaid stock until the whole 
amount of their stock is paid. 


DIVERS AND SUNDRY. 


Mr. Day introduced a bill prohibitmg railroad 
companies from working their employés over 
tifteen bours a day unless they pay them at the 
rate of two bours’ pay for one hour’s service for 
extra time. ‘ 

Mr. Dugan proposes to compel Park Commis- 
sioners to make sworn reports to the Governor. 

Mr. Greathouse thinks it time that witnesses 
iu criminal cases were paid out of the County 
Treasury, and got in a bill to that end. 

Mr. Lawrence introduced the bill prepared by 
some of the Chicago ftire-insurance men, and 
contrived for the 4 — of allow heavy in- 
surers like Marshall Field & Co. to place what is 
known as their *‘excess insurance in compa- 
nies not authorized to do business in the State. 
The Auditor is dead set against the bill, and it 
will encounter considerable opposition from 
those who are opposed to letting down the bars 
and admitting a lot of underground compa- 
nies on the payment of a tax of 5 per cent on 
their Illinois business, instead of compelling 
them to come in and make their deposits under 
the present law. 

Mr. Linegar introduced a bill permitting cities 
subject to inundation to raise the streets to a 
grade above the overfiow, and to establish im- 
provement districts, the improvement to be 
paid for by special assessment upon the proper- 
ty benefited. Whena property-owner is unable 
to pay his assessmeut he is allowed to indorse a 
twenty-year 6 per cent bond tor the amount of 
bis improvement, the city obligati itseif to 
collect principal and interest. ‘Tbe bill was eon- 
ceived to meet emergencies like the present in 
Southern Illinois. 

Mr. Littier introduced the Road bill prepared 
by the State Road Association. 

Mr. Mananan introduced several bills, one of 
which provides that the discharge of an insviv- 
ent criminal shali.not cancel his fine. 


MINING INSPECTION, 


Mr. Pearson, of McDonough, and Mr. Messick 
introduced a couple of bills on the subject of 
the State inspection of mines. The former's 
provides for the appointment by the Governor 
of a state Inspector for a term of two years and 
at a salary of $2,000 per annum. The Inspector 
is to visit the mines in the State at least twice a 
year, and the various County Inspectors are to 
report to him at regular intervals on the condi- 
tion of the mines. Mr. Messick's bill provides 
for the election of these County Inspectors—one 
in each county—at a salary to be fixed vy County 
Boards. 

Mr. Parker introduced two bills of considera- 
ble importance to Cook County taxpayers. One 
is designed to prevent Collectors from securing 
judgment to sell 
ments after March 1 of each year, the object be- 
ing to fix some day on which a property-owner 
may pay his special assessments, and not be 
harrassed by the fear that bis property may be 
sold out from underhim. The other requires 
County Treasurers to refund the total amount 
of taxes illegally collected, instead of eompeil- 
ing taxpayers to travel around and see half a 
dozen other officials on that kind of an erfand. 


TOWN CONSOLIDATION, 


Mr. Parish introduced three bilis, the object 
of which is to provide for town consolidation in 
Chicago and the amendment of the Justice-of- 
the-Peace act to meet the condition of things 
under the pro consolidation. His plan 
provides that when the Towns of North, South, 
and West Chicago shall have been consolidated 
the new town shall form a Justice-of-the-Peace 
district. The jurisdiction and authority of ali 
Justices then duly qualitied in the three towns 
shall be extend over the new towa. and on 
the expiration of their terms of office nineteen 
fit and competent persons are to be appointed 
as their successors in the new town. 


A BOOMERANG. 


Mr. Pedersen got in a novel sort of bill, which 
proposes to impose an anoual license of $5 upon 
every body who takes a drinn. The licenses are 
good fora year, and are not to be issued to 
minors or babitual drunkards. If a licensee be- 
drunkard within the 
revoked aft- 


comes an habitual 
year, - the license may be 
er pubdlicauon once in a newspaper. The 
penalty to be visited upon a man 
who hasn't a drinker's license, and yet buys a 
drink, is a fine of from $10 to $25 for the tirst of- 
tense, aud imprisonment in the county jail 
from one to six montbs for eacn subsequent 
violation. The saloonkeeper is subject to like 
penalties for selling liquor to persons who are 
not licensed to drink. The authority to grant 
these licenses is placed in the hands of Mayors 
in cities, Presidents of Boards of Trustees in 
towns and villages, Towfship supervisors 
in counties under township organiza- 
tion, and County Judges in counties 
pot under yy organization. The 
alleged object of the bill, of course, is to com- 
pel people to become temperate, or, if they must 
drink, to pay something for the privilege, and 
thus add to the revenue for local purposes. 
Whether its real object is to head off the high- 
license movement by a counter agitation will be 
seen further on in the session when the bill is 
pressed Or not pressed, as the case may be. 

Mr. Quinn proposes by bill to prohibit the 
shooting, killing, and maiming of birds sprung 
from a trap, 

Mr. Stevens, a Democratic. statesman from 
Moutgomery, proposes that when a Judge desig- 
nates a counsel to act for the poor criminai the 
people Shall pay his lawyer a fee of from $6 
to 815. Under the present law he gets nothing. 

The bill deluge over, Mr. Linegar popped up 
with a resoluuon providing that the House pro- 
ceed to the lar order of business, com- 
mencing with House bilis on second reading. 
The Republicans, who seemed to be in a state 
of surp raising ne objection to its consider- 
ation, the resolution was adopted witbout a dis- 
seuting voice, and a moment later the Demo- 
crats were quietly crowing that the deadiock of 
the last two weeks had been broken.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 28.—[Special.]—The 
Appropriation Committee today reported the 
General Appropriation bill, upon which the com- 
mittee bas been at work.for several weeks. As 
compared with the bill passed two years ago, the 
committee succeeded in effecting a considerable 
reduction in the ex of the State depart- 
ments, as will appear flom the following com- 
parison:

ANOT R STOCK-YARDS BILL. 

Senator Lan today introdyced and had re- 
ferred to the Committee on Corporations a bill 
to regulate charges at stock-yards by placi 
such concerns under the control of the Railroa 
and Warehouse Commissioners, who are to fix 
reasonable maximum rates for all the charges 
made in carrymg on such business. It is pro- 
vided by the bill such maximum charges 
shall not exceed the following rates: For yard- 
age, 18 cents a bead for catzle, six cents a bead 
for bogs, ana five cents a d for sheep, nor 
more than 50 per cent additional to the current 
market waviesale price of feed furnished stock. 


REGULATING RAILROADS, 

Another regulating bill came to the surface 
today. It is fathered by Senator Merritt, and 
proposes to require railroad companies to stop 
ali regular passenger-trains at the stations of 
such roads at each county seat. It is also pro- 
posed to require railroad companies to cause 
two passenger-trains each way cach forenoon 
and two each way each afternoon to stop at 
stations in townships having 2,000 or more in- 
habitants. 


VETOING APPROPRIATION BILLS. 

The special order this morning was the consid- 
eration of Senator Archer's joint resolution 
providing for submitting a constitutional amend- 
ment giving the Governor power to veto par- 
ticular items of appropriation bills without dis- 
approving of the entire bill. A triangular de- 
bate occurred between Senators Arcber, Clark, 
and Rinehart, the former advocating his reso- 
lution and the others opposing it. The resolu- 
tion was flually adopted a two-thirds vote, 
and now goes to the House, It proposes to add 
to Sec. 16 of Art. 5 of the Constitution the foi- 
ati paragraphs: 

“ Bills making appropriations of money out of 
the Treasury shail specify the objects and pur- 
poses for which the same are made, and appro- 
priate to them respectively their several 
amounts in distinct items and sections. And if 
the Governor shall not approve any one or more 
of the items or sections contain in any bil, 
but shall approve the residue thereof, it shail 

ome a law as to fhe residue in like manner 
as if he had signed it. 

“ The Governor shall then return the vill. with 
his objections to the items or sections of the 
same not eS by him, to the House in 
which the bill shall have originated, which 
House shail enter the objections at large upon 
its journal, and proceed to reconsider so much 
of said bill as is AI. by the Governor. 

“The same pr ings shall be bad in both 
Houses in reconsidermg the same as is herein- 
before provided in case of an entire bill re- 
turned by the Governor with his objections; 
and if any item or section of said bill not ap- 
proved by the Governer shall be passed by two- 
thirds of the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of the General Assembly it shall be- 
come part of said law, notwithstanding the ob- 
jections of the Governor. 

“Any bill which shall not be returned to the 
Governor within ten days (Sundays excepted) 
after itsball have been presented to him shall 
become a law in ‘ike manner as if he had signea 
it. unless the Gengral Assembly shall by their 


| adjournment prevent its return, in which case 


it sball be filed with his objections in the office 
of the Secretary of State within ten days after 
such adjournment, or become a law.“ 


THE EXPRESS BILL. 

The next special ordér was the consideration 
on second reading of Whiting’s bill imposing a 
tax of 1 per cent on the gross receipts of ex- 
press companies, which was advocated by Sen- 
ator Whiting in an elaborate set speech. 

The Senator fairly overflowed with figures, ar- 
ranged to show that the proposed tax was rea- 
sonable and just. He inaugurated a debate that 
lasted more than an hour without developing 
any features of especial interest. A motion to 
commit the bill was tabied by a vote of yeas 32, 
nays 12, and the bill was finally advanced to 
third reading without amendment. While a 
strong vote was mustered in its support today, 
itis as yet by no means certain that this meas- 
ure will pass the Senate. 


A BILL: ANALYZED, 
THE SECRETARY’S OPINION OF THE MASON 
MEASURE. 

The attention of legislators is invitéd to 
the following communication from Mr. Aug. 
F. Harvey, an actuary of National reputa- 
tion. There seems to be abundant reasons 
for Mr. Evans to make Easte slowly with his 
favorit measure: 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Feb. 24.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—Mr. Mason’s bill is a bad one as a whole. 
If it is amended by striking out the second and 
third conditions of Sec. 1, Secs. 2,3, and 4, and 
by fixing in Condition 1 of Sec. 1 “an exact por- 
tion of the net reserve to be applied in com- 
mutation.“ it will not be bad altogether. 

The experience of companies in extended 
temporary insurance, after lapse of injured 

licies, is not unfavorable to them, while it is 
avorable to the insured, inasmuch as those who 
die under the extension leave a desirable 
amount of benefit, while those who live beyond 
the extension get the full worth of their money. 

The proposed condition of incontestability isa 
wrong. It a company thinks it can see its way 
clear to making such a condition of its own 
motion it may do so; but for Legislature to 
establish it is wrong ip principle. 

Condition 3 could not be carried out and in- 
sure the life of acompany. Ten per cent of the 
4 per cent reserve on all — ay tive years and 
more from issue is not Mough for a surrender 
charge. It will not provide for the vitality 
witbdrawn. A scale for cash surrender value, 
taking say the 6 per cent reserves in full, might 
be equitable, because in that case, in all forms 
of policies, the surrender value and the fuli re- 
serve would continually approach one another 
ug the policy grows older, becoming the same at 
muturity or the end of the table: and the sur- 
render charge would be large enough at the be- 
gianuing and probably all through. Neverthe- 
less, this can only be taken into consideration in 
determining what may be done in an individual 
case, and no rule for cash surrender value ap- 
plicable to the whole body of policyholders 
sbould be for once thougnt of. 

Policyhoiders buy insurance—nothing else. If 
when they have paid wnat they can pay, or care 
to, let what remains to their credit go todpaying 
for additional insurance—nothing else. If a 
man be sick his company, if left to determine 
the matter for itseif, will deal justly with him; 
if be is-well, he has no right to back out from 
bis contract and deprive his fellow- members of 
the benefit of the vitality that refdains in him. 

Then, there is the general objection which is 
vitai—that a legal fixed cash surrender value 
will invite a panic and sucb a run that no com- 
pany could withstand, particulariy one whose 
investments have been made in the best inter- 
ests of its members. 

The exception of Tontine policies from the op- 
erauon of Sec. I would restore and perpetuate 
the originai feature of issuing forfeitabie poli- 
cies. The omission of Sec. 3 of the bill will al- 
low persons to select Tontine companies if they 
0 .inwhich case they willi still have the 
full benefit of so much of tho reserve as of right 
belongs to them on lapse, while permitting ac- 
crued surplus to go to the Tontine fund for di- 
vision to the survivors. 

As to Sec. 4 1 am not so much of a lawyer that 
I can say positively what the legal effect would 
be. The iawyers in Missouri generally agree 
that our nop-forfeitabie act canuot apply to 
companies outside of the State; and in his re- 
gard Sec. lof Mr. Magon’s bill is nearly’ similar 
to the Missouri jaw, so that the same rule would 
apply. But if this opinion is good, is it not a 
better one to bold that a company chartered in 
New York or Massachusetts under the laws 
there wouid violate the laws of its domicile, and 
make its charter forfeitable if it attempted to 
issue contracts forced upon it by the State of 
lliinois? 

In conclusion, the sum of any opinion is that 
if non-forfeiture is to be provided for by law— 
the simple extension for time paid for, by 
Fe 1 or four-fifths of the reserve, with 
deduction in case of death, ot anntal premiums 
forborne within three years—is equitable and 
just to all parties; but that it is altogether bet- 
ter to establish none In the competition for 
business that company will survive longest 
which adjusts the eq 
its patrons on its own motion, without waiting 
for the law to do it; and if these matters be ad- 
justed by law the trickiness of human nature 
will iad ways to avoid the law, and so the con- 
dition of a member of the company issuing 
etatute-made contracts will be much worse than 
the member of One whose contracts are based 
upon common sense, the needs of the communi-

REVOLUTIONARY TACTICS. 

About 11 o’clock a very exciting scene ge- 
curred in the Senate.

Sen- 
ator Hilligoss rose and, after declaring that 
the Senate was without a presid officer, 
moved the election of Senator Willard as 
President pro tem., after which he called for 
a vote.

Hanna, 
who rushed in from an ante-room and seize 
the gavel. He finally succeeded in restoring 
order, and ordered the galleries and lobbies 
cleared. The Sheriff has sworn in a special 
posse in order to be prepared fo any emer- 
gency that may arise. : 

The Democratic indignation over what 
they term they partisan rulings of Lieut.- 
Gov. Hanna is growing hotter, and impeach- 
ment proceedings are talked of. A caucus 
of Democratic members of the House was 
held tonight, at which it is understood a 
committee was appointed to take the matter 
into consideration. As it requires a two-thirds 
vote to carry a charge of impeachment, this 
action will amount to nothing. 

The Annual Attack ofthe Massachu- 
setts Female Suffragists Defeated for 
the Sixtcenth Consecutive Time. 
Boston, Mass., Feb. 28.—[Special]—The 

Lower House of the State Legislature today 

consumed the afternoon in debate upon the 

bill to give women municipal suffrage, and 


at the end ot the four days’ debate refused to 


order the bill to a third reading by a vote of 
60 yeas to 127 nays, and 20 pairs. Of the 
eighty yea votes and paifs, thirty-one were 
Democrats. Of the forty-seven nay votes 
and pairs, forty-nine were Democrats. The 
vote last year, including pairs, was 69 
yeas to 108 nays. For the sixteen consecutive 
years, not including this year, in which 
the subject has been brought before the 
Legislature, the average has been 73 yeas to 
116 nays, including pairs. So that today’s 
vote gives the suffragists a much poorer 
showing than the average vote since they 
began their agitation. 
_ Mr. Parker, of Lynn, began the discussion 
in favor of the bill on the ground of right 
and justice, as well as expediency, and Dr. 
Campbell, of Boston, opposed it on the 
ground that it would injure the coming gen- 
eration morally, mentally, and physically. 
He would have supported a bill giving 
the suffrage to intelligent women and tax 
payers, but this was #wholly different mat- 
ter. Dr. Campbell’s speech was in a medical 
line, and he spoke with emphasis of the in- 
crease of nervous disorders and of the 
physical constitution and duties of women, 
and said the sex is unfitted for suffrage. 
Killduff, of Boston, member of the com- 
mittee, opposed it on the ground that women 
were unfit for politics. Sayward, of Boston, 
showed that of the 4,000 names signed to the 
several petitions 200 were repetitions, 1,500 
were those of men, and 500 were for modifi- 
cation of the School Suffrage law. The 
women asking for suffrage were not over 
2,000, he said, some of whom come year after 
year. Lucy Stone’s postal exhortation to 
members not to pair if present at the voting, 
but to secure a pairif compelled to be absent, 
he said was “an outrageous piece ot inter- 
ference.” 
Hopkins 999 of Millbury, in 
charge of the bill, claimed that voting is a 
natural right, and belongs to woman as to 
man. ‘The roll-call was taken with the result 
above stated.

Progress of the Prison Investigation 
in New York-Apporticocnment. 

ALBANY, N. T., Feb. 28.—At the inquiry 
into the State prison management, the fore- 
man of the stove foundry at Sing Sing tes- 
tified that the convicts do about one-half a 
day’s wok; for an honest workman. If the 
convict does wot finish his allotted task in one 
day, the uncompleted portion goes into the 
next day’s work, and so on until he performs 
his proportion of the labor. Two 
men now working were unable to perform 
their tasks. The foreman favored paying 
conviets for overwork. ‘The molder and 
foundrykeeper at Sing 8 and Auburn said 
the prison contracts had wiped out the hol- 
lowware trade and crippled the stove trade. 
He testified also that the profits of the boot and 
shoe trade had fallen off 15 per cent owing to 
prison work. 

Superintendent Baker visited the State 
Prison today and informed those lately in re- 
volt. that they would have an opportunity 
to reéstablish themselves in the confidence 
of the prison officers. He advised a cheerful 
compliance with the 2 saying it 
was for themselves to make their lives Dur- 
densome or comparatively comfortable.

doctrines advanced by Dr. Kirkus at his lect- 
ure atthe Academy of Music last Friday 
night have astonished everybody, and are 
causing greatcomment. The subject of bis 
lecture was Liberty, Individuality, and the 
Suicide ot Liberty.“ Few persons who went 
to hear him lecture that evening had any idea 
that he was going to launch out as boldly as 
he did, though he is known to be a plain- 
spoken man. Some of the newspapers, not 
anticipating what the lecture would be, had 
neglected it, and others did not fully report 
it. Some highly exaggerated reports of it 
‘and ‘the effect it created have been tele- 
graphed over the country, and no doubt some 
things have been-attributed to the reverend 
gentleman that he did not say.

We and can mean, only what 
he himself believes will promote his happiness. 
No doubt there are various kinds of happivess, 
differing -wideiy both iu quality and in amount. 
Not very long ago gangs of weil-meaning but 
fanatical women were allowed to go loose in 
some of our largest cities. They swarmed iuto 

r-beer saloons and liquor stores; they 
crowded out the regular customers: wney ex- 
temporized in houses that did not belong to 
them, and inte which they had not the slightest 
right to intrude, religious services, rs. 
prayers, and impassioned and often highliy- 
abusive discourses addressed to the proprietors 
and the gervanjs in their employ. In this re- 
markable behavior they seemed o find intense 
enjoyment. It is very safe to say that tens of 
thousands of modest women in the United States, 
who still retain some sense ‘at once of decency 
and of the ridiculous, would rather bave been 
shut up in jail for the rest of their natural lives. 
Similarly there are many hundreds of infatuated 
human beings of both sexes who find a myster!i- 
ous pleasure in drinking themselves drunk. 


REAL TEMPERANCE. 
Again, there are countiess multitudes who

real benetit, in the moderate use of aicoholic 
stimulants. They bave wire or beer at dinner. 
They take it at home, at the houses of their 
friends, whenever and wherever they think 
proper. They please themselves, and they are 
guilty neither of fraud nor violence toward 
others. Many of them are devoted Christians, 
patriotic citizens, and among the most benevo- 
lent of 0 ow, what would be thourht 
of a law compelling everybody to some particu- 
lar course of conduct because not he himseif 
but somebody else finds pleasure in it: every 
woman, for instance, to perambulate the streets 
with a gang of fanatics, take forcible possession 
of other people's houses and interrupt the law- 
ful business of ber neighbors: every man to 
drink wine at dinner or to bave a drunken 
spree every six weeks? Such laws would be 
impossible from their sheer absurdity; but they 
wotld only differ in degree, not at all in princi- 
pie, from the proposed prohibitory laws. For 
who is to Judge what is necessary to the real 
happiness of the whole population of the United 
States in such a matter as private habits of eat- 
mg ene drinking? °~- 

e have not oply teetotalerea among us, but 
vegetarians and anti-tobacco societies. ese 
aiso have their views of happiness and benefit. 
Some vegetarians regard eating meat as a beast- 
ly vice, others as a sin against God. They would 
believe that they bad ocofferred a benefit” 
upon anybody if they could persuade him to live 
ou cabbage eggs. Do we propose to allow 
them to confer this benetit upon us by the aid 
of the policeman, and to send us to jail if we eat 
a tenderioin steak or a dozen oysters on the 
shell? And would the intrinsic ab urdity of 
such interference with our private habits and 
private opicions be in the slightest degree ivss- 
ened if vegetarians should become a numer- 
ical majority? You cannot get even a single 
wise man by simply setting a million fools to 
play at ballot-boxing. 

INTEMPERANCE A CURSE. 

Of course the proposers of these monstrous 
laws set out their reasous at considerable length. 
But they seem really to amount to no more than 
these—namely: intemperance is a sin against 
God; it is a gross extravagance and waste of 
wealth that could be better employed; it is de- 
structive to domestic happiness: it tends to make 
men criminais, and is, therefore, dangerous to 
society. i know no reasons offered to us by the 
promoters ot probibitory jaws better than thesc. 
Of course lhbave expressed them with. great 


simplici 
ings or 
Is it cih in the legitimate functions of gov- 
ernmen® to protect men, by physical force, 
from all the possibie temptations or occasions 
of crime? Is it even possible to accomplish 
this? Wouldit be desirabie if it were possibie? 
What kind of monastic institutions and rigor- 
ous seciusions would not be necessary to pro- 
tect men from every temptation or occasion of 
breaking, for instance, seventh command- 
ment? think that 1 ve disposed, then, of 
every one of the reasons actually urged in favor 
of the prohibitory laws. It is not within the 
legitimate functions of government to prevent 
by genera! leristation either sin against God, or 
extravagance, or the disturbance of domestic 
happinves, w all possible occasions of offenses 
against the public peace. 
SUMMING UP. 
In concluding, Dr. Kirkus summed up as 


follows: ä 

Now the amount contributed to the revenue 
of the country by “ the liquor trade during the 
last twenty years is #1 000,000,000, or $50,000,000 

annum. This would be absolutely annibi- 
ated by the pronibitory laws. The population 
ofthe United States is roughly estimated at 
50,000,000. . Every man, woman, and child. there- 
fore, would have to pay $1 per snoum for some 
time to come as the price of the privilege of 
gratifying the private crotchets of the most 
fanatical of the temperance agitators. In fact, 
they would have to pay more, for the number of 
persons able to pay taxes at all would have been 
seriously diminished. The brewers. distillers, 
and wine-merchants would have been ruined. 
Their employés—about 1,000,000 persons—would 
be out of work. By far the largest part of their 
capital would have been aunibiiated, and a long 
time would be required for the remunerative 
reinvestment of the poor fragment that might 
be recovered. 

There was a large audience of leading citi- 
zens present at the lecture, and Dr. Kirkus 
was frequently applauded, though a few of 
his hearers in their indignation arose and 
left the hall. Since then the ministers of all 
denominations excepting the Catholics and 
Presbyterians have been in an uproar. Col- 
umos upon columns of interviews have been 
1 in the newspapers. Dr. Kirkus has 

en called a crank, a rogue, a sensationalist, 
and all sorts of names. ,

The position taken by Dr. Kirkus becomes 
even more noteworthy because of the fact 
that he is probably. the first clergyman of 
high standing in the country who has placed 
himself on record in opposition to Sunday 
laws and prohibition. Some of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal clergymen of this city who 
have been interviewed on the matter admit 
that, while they do not believe in total absti- 
nence, they are strenuously opposed to the 
manner in which Dr. Kirkus has expressed 
his opinion and his too extreme liberal views. 

DENUNCIATIONS. 

At the meeting of the Baltimore Method- 
ist Episcopal Preachers’ Association Dr. 
Kirkys and his lecture were soundly de- 
noufieed, and Mr. William Daniel, President 
of the Maryland State Temperance Alliance, 
is out in a caustic reply in the newspapers 
against the reverend Doctor, in which he 
says that he is “astonished that a gentie- 
man of the culture and ability of Dr. Kirkus 
should be capable of thus giving publicity 
to such threadpare and oft-exploded argu- 
ments in this age of progress and enlighten- 
ment. .The idea of personal liberty seems 
to have ran away with the reverend gentile- 
man, and caus him to misconceive and 
wholly misrepresent the object of prohibito- 
ry laws.“ | 
Bishop Pinkney has not yet expressed his 
opinions on the lecture, but, as the Bishop is 
a strong advocate of temperance, it is likely 
that he will have something to sayon the 
matter. Several large temperance meetings 
have been held the last few days, and the 
speakers have hotly criticised and denounced 
the lecture.

NEW PEABODY DWELLINGS. 

[Galignani’s Messenger.] The Peabody trust- 
ees are onthe point of completing by far the 
largest’ work to which they yaave hitherto set 
their bands. This consists ofthe erection of no 
fewer than thirty-three blocks of dwellings of 
a type now familiar to al Londoners. The 
trustees some time ago acquired seven acres of 
land, divided into two plots by Whitecross 
street, and upon these two plots they have all 


but completed dwellings which on- 
tirely dominate the squalid and 
crowded thoroughfare, and, to a large 


extent, metamorphose the neighborhood: The 
buildings are five aud six stories hign, are con- 
structed of yellow bricks, and present aito- 
gether an aspect of solidity cleanliness, and 
comfort, strikingly in contrast with ali the sur- 
rounding property. The neighborhood is crowd- 
ed, and is well adapted therefore for a large 
work of this kind. Nearly 900 tenements of one, 
two, three, or four rooms each will be provided 
when these structures are all finished, and por- 
tions of these huve been for some months only 
awaiting the construction of the roadways giv- 
ing access to them, and the completion of the 
drainage. It js a pleasant characteristic of, 
ali tne Peabody buildings that they. have 
lenty, of space about them. There has never 
een much fault-fluding with the Peabody 
buildings except on the score that they are too 
good, and certainly these new tenements pre- 
sent features which give them an air of style to 
which Whitecrossstreet has hitherto made no 
pretensions—olive-green doo for instance, 
with handsome little brass-knockers upon them. 
Every bioek has a first-rate bath-room, and to 
go many tenements there is an excellent laundry 
and drying-room. There is an, abundant and 
convenient mye pt of water., arrangements for 
the collection of dust are very convenient, and 
each tenant has a coal-din, which, bowever, is 
too small to permit of coals being laid in by 
more than a bundredweight or two at a time. 
This is @ slight defect by which probably few of 
the occupants would be affected, and the impos- 
sibility of having the gas in tne rooms is an- 
other. re are gas-lamps on ail the stair- 
cases and landings and in the spaces about the 
buildings outside, but in their rooms the tenants 
must use oil or candies. . One difficulty which 
is said to prevent many persons wou 
otherwise be glad to get into these build- 
ings from 22 so is the bestowal of their 
trucks and donkeys. Adjacent to one block. 
therefore, the trustees bave set up a convenient 
stable for five and six donkeys, with space for 
as many trucks or small carts. This is an ex- 
cellent feature, and will no doubt be highly ap- 
preciated, though it might be expected that in a 
neighborhood like St. Luke’s there would be 
more than this number of tenants out of 880 re- 
quires such conveniences. When these new 
well will be opened we are not informed, 
but it will no doubt be quite.early in the spring.

Thirty years’ experience 
having found that the best, or one of the best, 
fire-resisting materials for doors is well-built

the duty of hanging such doors is plain and 
easy. Butasthe best door must be opened in 
use, and, like the colligjon doors in a steamship, 
is valueless if left accidentally open, the prob- 
lem is to insure that the fire-resisting door shall 
never be found open when the fire reaches it. 
This is most simply accomplished. The door 
slides, being hung on wheels rolling on an in- 
clined rail at the top, so that its own Weight 
closes. it.

CHEAP RESTAURANTS. 
THEY OBJECT TO PAYING A LICENSE. 

Some of the proprietors of shanty-restaurants 
were visited by a reporter yesterday to hear 
their opinion regarding the new ordinance passed 
‘py the City Council placing a tax of $25 @& the 
business. Many of these cheap-jack eating- 
houses are simply boxes on wheels, which have 
been planted in a vacant fot, im some cases a 
light wooden shed being added to afford sitting 
accommodation for customers—a small ground- 
rent being the only tax to which the owners are 
able. Most of those called on had neasd 
nothing of the ordinance until toid by the re- 
porter, and in more than one case the reply was, 


“Yer givin’ mea stiff now. ain't ye?" Others 
who were better informed gave a prompt opin- 
ion that the law would be most unjust, and one 
of these said he would give up the business 
rather than pay it, but he bad an idea that 
the wheei-bouses would be exempt. One intei- 
ligent man, who is the proprietor of one of: 
the most popular of these shanties, seemed to 
have considered the question carefully. and his 
ideas might be taken as fairly representing 
those of the whole body 

“It's 1 a little — this,” said he, and 

et over people have had meals here in one 

ay. Tuat's above the average, of course, but 
not a great deal. I can afford to pay $25 well 
enough, * it is most unjust that I should have 
to do so. Why? It I’m to be taxed $25 those big 
down-town people who are making fortunes iu 
the restaurant business. should be taxed from 
$100 to $1,000 as their fair proportion; and those 
others who are worse off than myse!lf—and there 
are plenty of them—should pay only $5 or $10, 
and even that would be a heavy burden to them. 
The effect of the law will be to prevent the start- 
ing ot new restaurants of this class, for not one 
in twenty of those who begin in this way would 
beable to pay $25. Now they can start ona 
trifle, hire the outfit, and get trusted for most of 
the supplies, but a 823 bar on the door will shut 
them out. The tax may act to the advantage of 
middie-class restaurants by closing out these 
cheap places, and any one who knows anything 
about how poor laborers, etc. live can t you 
that these cheap places are a blessing to the 
city. If a poor man can get a square meal for 
10 cents is it not to his advantage? It is ditfer- 
ent where he is induced tos nd itin drink, the 
curse of the poor. Why dun’t they put all tne 
license On the saloons?—they cause a heavy tax, 
and they are useless to the r. 
cater to the poor for their advantage—mark . 
you, for their advantage—the saloons do just 
the opposit. There are very fewof these shan- 
ties now compured to what there werefformerly, 
and, as building is continually going on on the 
vacant lots, they will soon disappear from any 
of the business rts of the city.

Slow Work in Pumping Out the 
| Mine—Indignation Against 
the Company. 


Brarpwoop, III., Feb. 8.— [Special. 
Very light work was done last night toward 
removing the water from the flooded mine 
not because there was more water rising. but 


on account of the decrease in the number of 


pumps used. The Chicago & Alton loco- 
motive that was stationed near the air-shaft 
to furnish the two pumps in use there wich 
steam had to be run into the shops because 
of the bursting of one of her flues, which oc- 
curred late in the afternoon. So slowly 
did the water descend that in twelve 
hours it was only lowered eight inches, 
but today the buckets have been 
run faster, and the pumps that are in use 


worked harder, so that this evening about | 


fourteen inches of water has been pumped 
out since morning. 
EXPLORING FOR BODIES. 

At the measurement of the water at 6 
o’clock this afternoon a man was sent down 
into the shaft to make seme explorations, 
but, after a search of about ten minutes with 
an iron hook, he failed to discover anything 
like a body at the bottom of the shaft. 

The officers of the company who operated 
the Diamond were discouraged at the slow 
progress made and this morning sent for 
portable steam boilers and three more of the 
largest sized pumps. The locomotive will be 
ready for business tomorrow morning, and 
when the three large pumps arrive it is hoped 


| the work will be rushed to an early compleé- 


tion. At II o'clock tonight there has been 
removed about sixty-one feet of water, leav- 
ing still to be pumped out twenty-four feet. 
Tomorrow new and greatly enlarged water- 
boxes will be run in the main shaft, each o 
which will raise about 400 gallons every h 
minute.

Disputes.

all that time the room was uncomfortably 
crowded. George H. Eaton, the defendant in 
the case, was charged with attempting to kill 
W. W. Jackson on the night of Feb. 15. The al- 
leged attempted murder occurred in 
the little office of the Jackson Manufactur- 
ing Company, No. 115 Dearborn street. Of 
that company, which is a small affair, 
W. W. Jackson is the Vice-President, and Eaton 
is the Secretary. The only other member is W. 
B. Laparie, the President. Jackson tried to 
freeze Eaton dut,“ and, as is also alleged, ma- 
ligmed his character. On the night in question 
Eaton met.Jackson in the office of the company 
and demanded an explanation. A band-to-hand 
conflict ensued; Eaton drew a pistol, and Jack- 
son was wounded in tue bead and stowed away 
under the olfive table, although ig injuries 
were slight. Eaton was arrested a few moments 
later, and THe TRIBUNE the following day con- 
tained complete statements from all the parties 
concerned. | 

So far as new facts in the affair were con- 
cerned the examination yeéterday brought out 
very few of them. Mr. A. 8. Trude defended 
Eaton and Leonard Sweet prosecuted. Jackson 
swore that Eaton 

SHOT HIM WITHOUT PROVOCATION, 

and also claimed that after. fallug unconscious 
under the tabie be was pounded on the bead by 
Ha ton. He made the remarkable statement that 
he remembered receiving the pounding, al- 
though. unconscions at the time. On the cross- 
examination, however. Jackson admitted that 
be bad taken Eaton by the collar before the shot 
was fired and that Baton had warned him 
not to approach bim. Mr. Bilimgs, an in- 
surance agent, whose office joins that 
of the ackson Company, remembered 
secing Eaton enter the piace and draw a revol- 
yer, but, being afraid of his own life, de sought 
a secluded corner and did not see the shot fired. 

Eaton did not take the stand. Mr. Trude at- 
tempted to show that the wound received by 
Jackson was intlicted by a blow tron: the pistol, 
and that the wenpon was only accidentally dis- 
charged. Jackson was asked to exhibit the 
wound—or the piece of court-plaster vovering 
the scar—and refused to do it. Trude went be- 
hind the complainant, intent on see the 
plaster anyway, but Jackson stood up and begun 
whirling around on his feat so as to keen the at- 
torney in front of bim all the time. The ex- 
amination wus enlivened every now and then by 
amusing little incidents of this kind. 

Fully a dozen witnesses were bluced on the 


stand, who swore that Jackson's reputation ton 


truth and veracity was bad and that they would 
not believe bim under oath. Half of these 
witnesses testified that Jackson's business was 
“taking in partners la a double sense, the wit- 
nesses having learned from costly experience 
that such was the case. A witness named Lytell 
said that Jackson's business was dealimg in patent 
rights and confidence games. Laparie, the third 
member of the company, said that Jackson's 
reputation was bad. On the other band, the de- 


tendant was shown to bave always borne a good 


reputation. Justice Brown thought there was

A LEPER. 


TheWerribie Disease Which the Best 
Phiiade!phia Doctors Failed to Cure. 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. %.—[New York 

ond. -A remarkable tase of leprosy has 

just come tolightinthiscity. Several months 
ago a young man came to Philadelphia as the 
patient of Prof. Samuel D. Gross. He has 
just been sent home uneured. Drs. Hagen 
and Trousseau, who are well known on the 

Sandwich islands, sent the patient, witha 

letter or Introduction and a description of his 

condition, to Prof. Groas, stating that they 
had advised a trip to this country as a change, 
and for the benefit of good medical advice. 

The full name of the patient is 

withheld, his initials. being given as 

II. F., and his age as 34. He was born 


in Honolulu, bis parents being emigrants trom 
New Hampsbire. e bad always ied a rather 


‘dissipated life, and about eight years ayo after 


a slight indisposition noticed a dead spot on the 
skin just above the knee. It spread slowly and 
was Only about twice as large four years atter 
its first appearance. This was the beginning of 
the leprosy witb which so many of the Sandwich 
Islanders ure afflicted. During thetifth year, 
howev er, the dead spot increased and rapidly 
spread. Tue ftingers and toes became very sen- 
sitive and sharp, pricking pains ran tbrough the 
extremities. This was succeeded by a dead feci- 
ing, which put the young man into such a con- 
dition that he could scarcely distinguish solid 
substances when picked up by the bands. He 
was piaced under medical treatment, but tn 
„of it his state continued to grow 
His nose became red and dead to 
touch. and a small, elevatid® up- 
peared between the eyebrows. evious 
symptoms became more marked and a} torpid 
feeling set in in the small of the back. It was at 
this stage he was brought to Philadelphia. The 
trip, it was thougbt, would not endanger others 
vn the steamer tn which he came, as the diseuse 
was regurded as non-contagious. Dr. Jobn V. 
Shoemaker, who took so great an interest io the 
case that he bas written a treatise which de- 
scribes it from the’ beginning, prescribed a 
treatment. It was an aperient pill, followed by 
a dose consist img of two — — of com- 
pound tincture of gentian and flu drops eschb of 
tincture of nux vomica ard dilated phosphoric 
acid in water, administered after meäls. It was 
hoped by these remedies ta tone up the digestive 
organs and assist. nutrition. Equal parts of 
Cbhaulmoogra oil and oleat of mercury 
were ordered to be rubbed over, all the 
anwsthetic spots utter the sufferer 
bad taken a steam-vapor bath. A clinic was 
shortiy afterwards arranged, at which were 
present, Among others, Dr. C. Young, Chicago: 
S. Button. Mendon, Pa.; Dr. Frederick De 
Craft, Germany; and Dr. F. E. Stewart, of this 
city. Dr. Shoemaker stated that the disease 
could, with proper hygienic measures, be alle- 
viated but not cured—an opinion which 1s large- 
held. Atter the clinic, at which nothing was 
evised for the benefit of the patient, Dr. Shwoe- 
maker advised him to leave Honolulu, to seek 
sone agricultural districtin a cold, mountain- 
ous region, and to keep bis mind and body both 
employed. At this he grew very despondent,and 
said that on his way to the city he had every 
hope of being cured; 
an outcast in society, to be bunted down for iso- 
ation, and to be shunned by every one, bad al- 
most turned his reason,and he only wished to 
die.

The Town of Lake and Its Troubles. 

Judge Moran is hearing the case of State's- 
Attorney Mills at the relation of Monroe N. 
Lord, Mathias Schmidt, and John Alloway 
against the Towh of Lake and its Board of 
Trustees, A. B. Condit, George Muirhead, Peter 
Murpby, Levi Montgomery. and Patrick Nolan. 
The bill, which was filed Nov. 21, 1878, charged 
the trustees with malfeasauce in office, and pur- 
ticularly that Condit, as Treasurer, paid large 
sums of money out of the town treasury Wwitb- 
out any warrants, charged double for services 
in making collections, failed to account for 
moneys received, and overcharged for bis serv - 
ices; also, that the board had been guilty ot par- 
tiahty in levying taxes and of extrava- 
ganece in the expenditure of town funds. 
The complainants asked fok an account 
— prevent Condit from receiving any more than 

2 per cent on the moneys received by him and $3 

a day for each day's attendance on the board, 
and that he be compelled to account forall 
moneys 


UNLAWFULLY RECEIVED 

or paid out. The defendants tiled answers deny- 
ing all the charges against them, and the case 
was referred to a Master in Chancery to take 
evidence. 

The Master's reppbrt was filed on the 24th of 
March, 1881, and published in full in Tus Tuln- 

UNE the next day. 
Trustees had received $9,287.50 in excess of the 
legal fees as members of the board; that.Condit 
puid $22,691.88 interest or loans, which was ille- 
ul under the town charter, but could not be 
heid personally responsibie, as he was protected 
, 2 the authority of the board; niso, that Con- 

dit’s accounts had been kept in a very wose and 
defective manner; that be bad made doubie 
charges for commissious op loans made, and then 
renewed, and illegal charges on tax certificntes, 
cte., received by bim. In conclusion, the Master 
found Condit had received $128 for his per 
diem in excess of What wus due, $3,954.09 excess 
of commissions, and $4,069.07 excess by double 

credits, making atotal of $9,278.16 for which he 
ought to account, His total receipts for serv- 
ices for his four years of office amounted to 
$20,960.84. The compensation illegally paid to 
the other trustees during the same time was 

50. 


EXCEPTIONS WERE FILED 

to this report by both parties—on the part of. 
the complainants because Condit nad not beeu 
held responsible for the $22,000 interest, and gen- 
erally had gotten off too easy, and on the part 
of the defendants because he bad been made 
liable for any amountat all. The defendants 
claimed that the per diem limitation to $3 was 
not exclusive, but that the trustees, in addition, 
could vote themselves an additional amount for 
services on committees, etc., under a town ordi- 
nance, and that all the charges of Condit were 
perfectiy legal. ‘The Master's report eliminated 
all question of fraud, and with it nearly all the 
public interest in the case. The Judge remarked 
yesterday that the only question seemed to be 
aa to whether Condit bad made double charges. 
The evidence was all concluded yesterday and 
the arguments begun. The defendants claim 
the suit cannot be maintained at all, because 

NO FRAUD HAD BEEN SHOWN 
to give equity jurisdiction, and because the pay- 
ments to Condit were all authorized by the 
Board of Trustees, and by the town ordinances, 
and a court could not review the discretion of 
the board, and lastiy, because there was ampie 
relief at common law ou Condit's bond..

Witn tuts Bucking- 
ham struck off bis hat, took .nim.by his periwm, 
aud pulled it aside and deid him.” There is 
nothiug so bad as this in the parliamentary an- 
nuls of the Georgian era. Chatham is said to 
have been more feared than any other orator 
of his time, but his invective was carefuliy 
measured. Speaking of Newcastle, then Prine 
Minister, he once asked whecher Parliament sat 
ouly to register the edicts of one too powerful 
subject? Hereupon Newcastic is reported to 
huve been frightened almost out of his wits. 
But this was fair tenting. There was no impu- 
tation on Chatham’s parc ot ignodle motives; be 
simply ace used his adversary of the splendid sin 
Ot uinbition. Our parliamentary bistory at eunds 
with encounters of this sort, in which the thrusts 
deliver, whether in earnest or in jest, were 
often hard, but always bestowed avvurding to 
tale rules, and with an apsence of that imblaca- 
ble animus which leaves combatants enemies 
when the tight is over, Everybody knows the 
story of Sir Rovert Walpole having a dispute 
with Pulteney about a quotation from Horace, 
The Minister bet a guinea that his own version 
wus right;: a Horace was sent tor, and Sir Rob- 
ert, proving to be in the wrong, threw down a 
_guinea, wulch Pulteney pocketed with the re- 
" mark that it was 0 only money ever paid by 
the Minister which a member could accept with- 
out shame, ‘he words were not in the best 
tuste, perhaps; but how English the whole \ 
scene was aud how suggestive of good: -humored 
sparring with the gioves on!
